"THE GREAT FRACD." 


The Demoontio papers occasionally

dly. Tt may therefore be profitable to 
co bach to the exciting period which in- 
tervened between the last presidential 
election and the final settlement of the 
vexed question is to who was elected. 


The Republicans generally maintain- 


ed tbe theory that the constitution and 
the then existing Uws were sufficient 
lor the disposition of the question— 
that is, for the counting of the elec- 
toral votes and the declaration of the 
result. The Democrats in Congress in- 
sisted that a new tribunal was necessary 
fur 
a 
settlement of tbe 
disputed 


point*, and out of this grew the legis- 
lation which culminated in the passage 
of the electoral commission bill. The 
main features of this bill are well re- 
membered—how it provided for a com 
mission consisting of five senators, five 
representatives and five justices of tbe 
supreme court, to which tribunal all 
disputed questions relating to the count 
Were to be referred. 
Upon the passage 


of the bill in the senate 21 llnpubli 
cans and 26 Democrats voted for it, and 
1C Republicans aud 1 Democrat ugaiiist 
it. UI those absent or not voting then 
were 9 Republicans and 1 Democrat 
In the House 31 Republicans and ICO 
Democrats voted for the bill, and (19 
Republicans and 17 Democrats against 
it. Of tbe 14 absentees 7 were Repub 
lioans at>d 7 were Democrats. 
It will 


be seen, therefore, that the majority ol 
the Republicans in both houses voted 
against the bill, and the majority of 
the Democrats in boti. houses voted tor 
it. Of the 212 Democratic members 
of the two houses, 186 voted for the 
hill, Of tbe 153 Republican members 
of the House and Senate, only 52 voted 
for the bill. How, then, can it be 
charged that the Republicans were in 
any sense responsible for the creation 
of the electoral commission ? The fig- 
ures show that it was a Democratic 
measure, and could not have been adopt- 
ed except through the almost unani- 
mous support ot that party in both 
houses. The Democrats wanted a new 
tribunal to decide the presidential dis- 
pute, they passed the bill under which 
it was created, and therefore in effect 
created the court and fixed its complex- 
ion. 
When that court decided against 


the pretensions of the Democrats, they 
were in honor bound to respect the vgr- 
diet, but they have not. They hoped 
to secure the presidential prize by re- 
101 ting to an unusual plan of proce- 
dure, and were beaten. They have no 
right to "squeal."

OUR WATER WOBKS. 


The Cameron PanpiMd TT»«T JUins Thorough- 


li Tnted Lut Mght. 


For some time past Engineer John T. 


Jarnett, Mayor Waggoner, and the fire 
and water committee which is composed 


f Alderman W. H. Bramble, A. W. Har- 
dy, A. Shoemaker, E. McNabb and W. S. 
Sfichols, have been convinced that some- 
htng was wrong with the water works 
machinery or the mains, and felt that 


the bottom facts" should be ascertained 


and the cause removed. In lime of fire, 
while the Cameron pumps are considered 
he best in use, it has been ulterly impos- 
ible to give Ihe required pressure, and it 
was thought until last night that the 
:ause of Ihis failure was owing to the coi.1 
used or tbe exhaust pipes. But the test 
which lasted about one hour, proved that 
he coal and pumps are all right, but the 
lupply pipes thai run from the pumps to 
he main pipe through which comes all 
,hc water used in the city, are improperly 
)laced and are the cause of all the trou- 
)lc. The main is 12 inches in diameter, 
and both supply pipes are of like size. 
One of these supply pipes connects with 
the main at the end in a sort of an elbow 
shape and six feet north of the water 
works luejotlier supply pipe taps the main. 
This pipe is placed in a perpendicular po- 
sition coming out of the ground. When 
Doth pumps arc at work, as was the case 
ast night, by the position of the supply 
Mpes as above indicated, and although 
the strongest possible pressure is applied, 
there is unavoidable back pressure which 
robs the pumps of their united power and 
renders the works in a measure inefficient 
and unsatisfactory. Tlie Mayor and wa- 
ter committee were ut the works and wit- 
nessed the operation of the machinery, 
and speedily observed the cause of the 
trouble as stated, and will at once go td 
work and devise a way to remedy the 
present unfortunate condition of things. 
It is believed that if tbe supply pipes are 
placed in a Y shape—both pipes tapping 
the main at tun end—that the trouble will 
lie removed, and tliut water may in time 
uf ,1 lire be forced through the main at a 
pressure of 140 pounds. Last nigbt the 
highest pressure that could be secured by 
the action of both.pumps was 120 pounds, 
and Ihis while all tlie water from ihe 
pipes in the city—at the factories, at 
stores and at d wellingi—was sjiut off. A 
number of firemen bad hose attached to 
the hydrants OB and about the old square 
and good streams were thrown, but the 
pressure was not what it ought to have 
been. 


It is declared that tbe. 12 inch main 


which runs from tlie water works up 
Main street to the old square and stops 
there (the branch mains being of smaller 
si/.e) is entirely too small. In case some 
thing serious should happen to it, and a 
big 
conflagration was under way the 


city would be entirely cut off from 
tbe 
water works and we should be 


left at the mercy of tlie liie demon. What 
is very badly needed is another main— 
fully 18 inches In diameter—to run from 
the w>iiks up Water nliect to the Wabash 
railway, and the branch mains that run 
among the factories in tbe first ward 
ought to be enlarged. The expense of 
such an improvement would be consider- 
able, as a matter of course, hut tbe need 
of it i*. nppnreiit lo nil who have given, the 
subjfcl sinv iliniii'bt.
